Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amendments are not deemed to place the application in better form for appeal. Regarding applicant's 
argument with regards to the Conley reference (claims 21 and 35) having rivets, applicant's argument has been considered but are not 
persuasive. The examiner maintains that in that rivets can be taken apart, to that degree they do provide releasable anchoring as claimed. 
Furthermore cited (but not applied) reference 700,453 to Thomas provides for a book page holder, elastic retainer and releasable anchors 
as claimed. 

With regards to applicant's arguments towards claim 36 and the Jones references, the examiner maintains that do the degree claimed by 
applicant the cords of Jones do meet the elastic retainer recited (based on definitions provided in the previous rejection). Additionally, 
cited (but not applied) reference to Thomas in view of Sato further provides the elements of this claim (support bar, elastic retainer, 
anchors of Thomas and means for compacting as taught by Sato). 

With regards to applicant's arguments towards claim 19 and the Sato reference, the examiner maintains that the retainer as a hole (4-6 to 
Sato) is in fact a resilient elastic retainer, the fact that each component is not resilient elastic is irrelevent to the claim limitations. 
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
